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‘Poor levels of cleanliness’ sees food firm prosecuted 

BAKERY IN £10k 
FINE ON HYGIENE

A WALSALL bakery has been 
handed a £10,000 fine after 
breaching a raft of food safety 
regulations. 

Billy Bunter’s Bakehouse in Park 
Street Arcade was prosecuted for fail¬ 
ings including having dirty food con¬ 
tainers, floors and shelves. 

The business also came under fire for storing 
a bag of buttercream icing next to a packet of 
raw bacon and failing to address broken freezer 
lids. 

Further counts surrounded the poor state of 
a cleaning cloth and anti-bacterial spray, which 
were left hanging on a pipe above nearby fruit 
pie cases. 

In total the firm and director Kuldip Lai Ram 
faced eight counts each of failing to comply with 
or breaching Food Safety and Hygiene Regula¬ 
tions in relation to an inspection in March last 
year. 

Ram, aged 43, of Winchcombe Close, Dudley, 
was also prosecuted and fined to the tune of 
£600. 

At Walsall Magistrates Court on Monday, 
prosecutor Ms Kerry Munro said: “During a rou¬ 
tine environmental health inspection, very poor 
levels of cleanliness and hygiene were observed. 

Supervised 

“Food was at risk of contamination while 
being prepared and overall standards fell short 
of what is required to run a food establishment. 

“Staff appeared to have a poor understanding 
of food hygiene requirements and they were not 
properly supervised. 

“The level of hygiene checks were not suita¬ 
ble, with the only checks made being to record 
fridge temperature and times that sandwiches 
were made. 

“When interviewed after the inspection, Ms 
Ram said she thought that this was acceptable 
but she now understands what is required.” 

The firm and Ram pleaded guilty to all of the 
charges. 

She said: “The business is not what it was, it 
isn’t making that much money but I have man¬ 
aged to do all of the work required now. 

“I had some time off prior to the inspection 
and left my sister in charge. 

“It appears that she didn’t follow instructions 
regarding cleaning and so the site ended up in 
this condition. 

“We have never had a problem with environ¬ 
mental health inspections before.” 

The magistrates also imposed court cost of 
£1,009 and a victim surcharge of £120 on both 
parties. 


TERROR ATTACK TRAGEDY FAMILY IN TRIBUTE

THE family hit by tragedy when a Tunisian 
terrorist gunned down three relatives, gath¬ 
ered as a memorial bench was unveiled to 
honour one of the victims - Adrian Evans - 
who would have been 50 this week. 

Sandwell Council worker and fervent Wal¬ 
sall FC fan Mr Evans was killed alongside his 
nephew Joel and father Patrick by Islamic 
State terrorist Seifeddine Rezgui in June. 

To mark his birthday, Mr Evans’ col¬ 
leagues at the authority clubbed together to 
create the new memorial themselves from 
scratch - which has been erected next to 


his office window. His sister Suzy Richards 
thanked everyone for their support, as bosses 
at the authority revealed new apprenticeship 
awards will be named after Mr Evans. 

Friends and family released balloons at an 
emotional ceremony on Monday. 

Suzy said: “Ade was so special and all the 
people here have shown how special and how 
loved he was. He was my older brother but 
more than that - he was my rock. I still miss 
him and it’s just so unfair that this happened, 
but this is a lovely tribute to him.” 

The council’s director of neighbourhood 


services Adrian Scarrott said the bench was 
a fitting tribute to a much-loved and well-re¬ 
spected employee.lt is an emotional week 
for the family, as Patrick Evans would have 
turned 79 on Friday. 

Wednesbury North ward Councillor Elaine 
Costigan, who is a friend of the family, said: 
“Adrian was such a character and obviously 
he’s really missed by all the people who 
worked here. He did a fantastic job and was 
such a nice guy. What happened is so sad but 
this is a really poignant tribute.”

Devastated friends in tributes to Zoe 



Schoolgirl Zoe Shapiro, aged 15 


FLORAL tributes have been laid by 
friends of a schoolgirl killed after 
being hit by a van. Devastated class¬ 
mates have remembered Great Barr 
teenager Zoe Shapiro who died last 
Wednesday. 

The 17-year-old was struck by the 
van in Birmingham Road, close to 
where she lived. And the teenager’s 
death has left her mother mourning 
the loss of a second child in three 
years, according to reports. 

Max Corbett-Gardener, the son of 
Jo Corbett-Weeks, died in 2013 aged 


just four from complications arising 
from severe epilepsy, it has been said. 
Students from Q3 Academy, in Wil¬ 
derness Lane, Great Barr, where Zoe 
studied have been paying tribute. 

Dr Caroline Badyal, the academy’s 
principal, said: “Zoe joined Q3 Acad¬ 
emy in the Sixth Form in September 
2015. Zoe was a wonderful young lady 
who cared greatly for her family and 
friends. Zoe’s friends at Q3 Academy 
have been sharing their memories of 
her and her kind-hearted nature and 
how she embraced change and chal¬ 


lenge. She was a charitable individ¬ 
ual who was heavily involved in the 
Acorns Children’s Hospice. 

“She was actively engaged in Acad¬ 
emy life, supporting younger students. 
Zoe was committed to her studies and 
had aspirations to attend Birmingham 
University to pursue a career working 
with children with special needs.” 

The 42-year-old driver of the van 
was arrested at the scene on suspicion 
of causing death by dangerous driv¬ 
ing. He has been released on police 
bail while enquiries continue. 


Missed appointments 
cost health trust £l2m 


MISSED appointments at Walsall 
Manor Hospital have cost the 
cash-strapped trust more than 
£12 million in three years. 

Between 2012/13 and 2014/15 there 
were 131,615 reported missed ap¬ 
pointments. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust has said 
a new patient administration system which 
was implemented in 2014 caused some data 
to be recorded inaccurately. 

Bosses have also urged patients to keep 
to their appointments and contact the hos¬ 
pital if they cannot attend when scheduled. 

Steven Vaughan, the trust’s interim 
chief operating officer, said: “Missed ap¬ 
pointments do have financial implications 
for the Trust and add up to millions of 
pounds - a session with a consultant can 
cost more than £250 for example. 

“But most importantly, the appointment 
could have been given to another patient to 
make use of, helping them gain access to a 
speedier diagnosis or treatment.” 

Reminder 

Mr Vaughan added: “We encourage 
patients to keep their scheduled appoint¬ 
ments and contact us if they are unable to 
do so for any reason. We are also looking 
at other ways to contact patients such as a 
text reminder service.” 

The figures, obtained by a Freedom of 
Information request, revealed there were 
40,883 missed appointments in the 2012/13 
financial year which cost £3,894,218. 

In 2013/14 the number of appointments 
not attended increased to 41,367 although 
the overall cost was less than the year be¬ 
fore at £3,516,193. 

But following the introduction of the 
new administration system missed ap¬ 
pointments soared by 8,000 in 2014/2015 
to 49,365, costing £4,850,965. The total bill 
for the three years came in at £12,261,376. 

The trust has vowed that a number of 
measures have been introduced which 
should reduce the problems and chiefs 
stated that costs are expected to be much 
lower when the full 2015/16 figures are cal¬ 
culated. 

In February, bosses declared they would 
need further capital investment in the fu¬ 
ture if the Manor Hospital was to improve 
its infrastructure and cope with the de¬ 
mand from increased patient numbers.

But Beano artist Hunt Emerson 
has a new task on his hands - help¬ 
ing design tapestries for a Walsall 
borough sewing project. As part of 
the Silver Thread project, Mr Em¬ 
erson will be providing ideas the 
tapestries, which will then be sewn 
by an army of volunteers. 

The 12-month project, which 
began earlier this year, is being 
funded by the Arts Council Eng¬ 


land Lottery Funding to the tune 
of £73,400. It will see 11 unique 
tapestries created representing the 
six towns and other areas in Wal¬ 
sall. They will reflect the borough’s 
living history, diversity and com¬ 
monality; acknowledge the past, 
reflect the present and embrace 
the future. 

Walsall Council’s Mayor, Coun¬ 
cilor Angela Underhill, said the 
project would reflect ‘the creative 
energy’ that the people of Walsall 
exhibit. 


Mr Emerson, aged 63, lives in 
Birmingham. As well as working 
on the Beano, he has also helped 
produce other comics such as 
Graphixus, Moon Comix, Yikes, 
Animal Bite Comix and No Ducks. 

Throughout March organisers 
host meetings in 11 different areas 
of Walsall to plan the content for 
the tapestries. The actual sewing 
will not begin until after Easter.

Libraries 
hope after 
proposed 
budget is 
scrapped 

SEVEN closure-threatened libraries 
across the Walsall borough were given a 
stay of execution after a budget proposal 
put forward by the ruling Conservatives 
was dramatically overthrown by Labour 
and Liberal Democrats members. 

Councillors from the two political 
parties joined forces to force through an 
alternative budget for the financial year 
from April 

It happened at a meeting which saw 
councillors from all political parties 
debate the proposed cuts at length and 
hold a two-hour adjournment as they at¬ 
tempted to strike a new deal. 

The Labour and Liberal Democrat 
budget did not include the initially pro¬ 
posed closures of Beechdale, Blakenhall, 
New Invention, Rushall, South Walsall, 
Walsall Wood and Pleck libraries. 

But council tax will still rise by 3.99 
per cent, with £29 million worth of sav¬ 
ings needed for the year. 

The proposed budget will be consid¬ 
ered again for a final decision after the 
local council elections in May - despite 
the financial year starting in April. 

Labour leader Councillor Sean Cough- 
lan, speaking during the meeting, said: 
“Under our proposals we will not be 
closing any libraries. We seem to con¬ 
tinue cutting the voluntary sector but 
we will not cut the grant supplied to the 
Citizens Advice Bureau. 

“Three years ago I set up a working 
group to look at the impact of the cuts 
and we had an all-party agreement it 
would be wrong to cut CAB funding.” 

Withdrawing 

The new Labour and Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat budget proposed withdrawing 
cuts in the region of £150,000 to street 
cleaning services and £211,651 to seven 
libraries earmarked with closure. 

The plans will also see Aldridge, 
Bloxwich, Brownhills and Willenhall li¬ 
braries becoming Open Plus hubs with 
extended opening times. The parties also 
looked at preventing £100,000 of cuts to 
area panels, which were set up to give 
residents the chance to ask councillors 
questions. 

The alternative budget looked at sav¬ 
ing £260,000 and £50,000 worth of cuts 
to lifestyle services and the Citizens 
Advice Bureau. An extra one-off invest¬ 
ment of £60,000 was proposed to pump 
money into social clubs and activities for 
disabled people. 

The parties claimed they could save 
£527,000 from the budgets of the chil¬ 
dren’s, change and governance, economy 
and environment, and adult social care 
sectors. 

They said by taking into account the 
time employment positions were, on 
average, left vacant in all those depart¬ 
ments for various reasons, it meant the 
overall budget could be shrunk to make 
large savings. A further £348,642 would 
come from earmarked reserves. 

Conservative leader Councillor Mike 
Bird said his party would stick with the 
original budget if they ruled cabinet 
after the local elections. 
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Committee 
backs move 
for schools' 
expansion 

THE proposed expansion of four pri¬ 
mary schools in the Walsall borough, 
including two in Willenhall, has been 
given the green light by a scrutiny 
committee. 

A decision had already been passed 
by the council’s cabinet to expand the 
schools, but Councillor Doug James 
had the decision called in for extra 
scrutiny, describing it as ‘bonkers’. 

However an education scrutiny 
committee has upheld the original 
decision. 

Under the plans, Beacon Primary 
School in Willenhall, Greenfield Pri¬ 
mary School in Shelfield, King’s Hill 
Primary School in Darlaston and St 
Giles in Willenhall will all see the size 
of their reception classes boosted. 

Councillor Chris Towe, Walsall’s 
education boss, said: “The original 
agreement was upheld. I was disap¬ 
pointed that Councillor James did not 
come directly to me as the portfolio 
holder with his concerns.” 

Councillor James had raised his 
concerns over the decision making 
process as King’s Hill Primary in Dar¬ 
laston was in special measures at the 
time of its selection for expansion. 

But Councillor Towe said the idea 
of the expansion was looking towards 
the future. Classes at Beacon would 
increase from 45 pupils to 60, Green¬ 
field from 30 to 45, King’s Hill from 
45 to 60 and St Giles from 45 to 60. 

However, Councillor James has still 
lashed out at the council, saying that 
by choosing a failing school they were 
giving the message that ‘any school 
will do’. 

90 jobs as care 
home approved 

A 58-BEDROOM care home in 
Aldridge has been given the green 
light by Walsall Council planning 
chiefs. The home will be built on the 
former Block Works site on Chester 
Road. Plans were submitted by Perry 
Barr-based firm Willinbrook Health 
Care and will create 90 full-time 
equivalent jobs. 

The development will cater for peo¬ 
ple with mental or physical illnesses. 

Planning documents state: “It is 
intended the proposal will provide a 
much-needed facility in the local area 
for older people with heavily depend¬ 
ant nursing and dementia needs and 
will be designed and built to Will¬ 
inbrook Healthcare’s benchmark 
specification, underpinned by national 
research.” 

Thief steals four 
trims from car 

A THIEF left a car in Great Wyrley 
without its wheel trims, after it was 
targeted in Hall Lane, sometime be¬ 
tween last Monday night and early 
Tuesday morning. A police warning 
has gone out for motorists to ensure 
trims are secured. 


Galleries point to a change of art

ART exhibitions and galleries have 
been popping up in a variety of Wal¬ 
sall locations to promote new pieces 
of work. 

Direct Art Action has brought to¬ 
gether five exhibition spaces featuring 
a contemporary painters gallery and a 
dark space instillation maze. 

The scheme, which is being run in 
partnership with East Street Arts, is 
also promoting solo and group art¬ 
work. 

A total of five artist studios, demon¬ 
stration spaces, a multifunction office 
classroom suite and a production 


workshop to support local and re¬ 
gional artists will also be set up inside 
the Old Shopping Centre. 

The centre will be filled with differ¬ 
ent units including the VGallery and 
Contemporary Painters Unit. The 
Maze will be more of an exhibition 
space, working with students. 

“Walsall College will be hosting an 
academic and student show as part 
of a winter exhibition, which should 
open on March 18,” said Gavin Law- 
ley, who runs Direct Art Action. “A 
library, office and photography space 
will also be set up above VGallery.” 


A free open gallery exhibition in 
Old Square Shopping Centre, called 
Natalie Squared is on display until 
Sunday, 10am to 6pm. 

The work aims to unplug the si¬ 
lence about who is able to access digi¬ 
tal technology and who is represented 
through social media platforms. 

Artist Christopher Holloway, who 
grew up in the Black Country, will be 
demonstrating his work in the Direct 
Art Action exhibition space in the Old 
Square, while Gallerie Du Grotesque, 
will also have its own unit in the shop¬ 
ping centre. 


Mother shares son's 
inspirational story 


DANIEL Millard is a happy 14-year-old 
who loves nothing more than playing 
football. 

Yet when he was born doctors feared he 
would not survive longer than a day. He had 
been diagnosed in the womb with a condition 
known as exomphalos, meaning his internal 
organs grew inside the umbilical chord. 

His mother Sally-Anne, aged 34, of Beechdale, 
Walsall, has now launched an online video to raise 
more awareness about the rare condition. 

It shows pregnant women and mothers with ba¬ 
bies suffering from exomphalos, which affects one 
in every 2,500 children, that there is light at the 
end of the tunnel. 

Sally-Anne uses flash cards and pictures, with¬ 
out speaking, to explain her tough journey through 
pregnancy, the diagnosis, birth and the pain of 
not knowing if her son would make it, until finally 
reaching where she is today, the mother of three 
boys. “It’s such a rare condition and no-one really 
knows anything about it,” she said. 

“I wanted to try and raise awareness about it so I 
put together a video, which has now had more than 
12,000 views online. 

Abdominal 

“I want to get as much information out there as 
possible, as well as setting up a supporting network 
for people who have had babies or those who are 
carrying babies with the illness.” 

Exomphalos is an abdominal wall defect and with 
Daniel’s condition as it is today, it is like living with 
a permanent hernia. While he was still in the womb 
his stomach, intestines and liver had all grown 
through the umbilical chord and were protruding 
out of his where his belly button should have been. 
He had numerous operations to try to put his or¬ 
gans back, including a procedure when he was 18 
months old to create new abdominal muscles to 
hold everything in place. 

Daniel, who attends Willenhall E-ACT Acad¬ 
emy, supports Manchester United and is the older 
brother of Mitchell, 11, and Cameron, eight, has 
gone back into surgery for a hernia operation. 

One of the major side effects of his condition 
these days is stomach paralysis. But Sally-Anne, 
who is married to 33-year-old Simon, said he still 
managed to lead a very good life. “He suffers from 
a few problems but it’s nothing major,” said Sal¬ 
ly-Anne, who has also set up Exomphalos Support 
Group West Midlands on Facebook. 

She said: “I just want to give people hope because 
this can happen to anyone at any time. He’s pretty 
inspirational.”

A 
Daily Telegraph reader says he knew of a 
village priest living in Czechoslovakia in the 
1920s who employed an attractive house¬ 
keeper who had a young son: “Everybody 
knew who the father was and they all lived 
happily ever after.” 

I AM reminded of Dave Allen’s tale of the 
handsome priest in an Irish village. All the 
locals called him Father except his own 
children who called him Uncle. 

ONE of the delusions of our celebri¬ 
ty-obsessed age is that if someone plays 
an intelligent character on the TV, that ac¬ 
tor must be brilliant in real life. We hacks 
are more sceptical. When you interview 
celebs you find that, without a script, most 
of them are quite ordinary. So let’s not get 
too excited about a group of showbiz char¬ 
acters, led by Jude Law, descending on 
the Jungle ref¬ 
ugee camp at 
Calais and of¬ 
fering great in¬ 
sights into what 
must be done. 
We should not 
assume that 
the opinions 
of playwrights 
and comedi¬ 
ans count for more than those of 
plumbers or teachers. 

AN advert catches my eye. A big nation¬ 
al charity which pays its chief executive 
£120,000 a year wants a manager for a 
small-town charity shop. The salary, for a 
30-hour week, is £14,000 a year. My spies 
tell me such rates are the norm for chari¬ 
ty-shop employees. It’s surprising no-one 
has set up a charity for them. 

I HAVE seen nothing in the EU debate 
this week to shift me from my original view 
that whether you want to stay in the EU 
or quit, the only sensible course of action 
is to vote to leave. First we vote, then we 
haggle. 

DAVID Cameron urges us to “choose 
security, safety and certainty” and stay in 
the EU. Can anyone explain what level of 
security, safety and certainty you get in a 
club of 28 nations which, in the next few 
years, may be joined by Turkey, Serbia and 
Ukraine?

Former pub to make 
way for apartments

A FORMER pub in Walsall 
left derelict after a dev¬ 
astating arson attack five 
years ago is in line for dem¬ 
olition after plans were ap¬ 
proved to replace it with 
apartments. 

The Bulls Head in Bloxwich 
has been shut since 2007 and 
was devastated by an arson at¬ 
tack in 2011. 

Three years ago the venue looked 
to have been saved after JD Wether- 
spoon announced plans for a £lmil- 
lion revamp - but the plans were 
scrapped. 

Now Walsall Council planning of¬ 
ficers have recommended a proposal 
to demolish the Park Road pub and 
build 14 support living apartments 
at the site be approved seemingly 
sealing the fate of the former water¬ 
ing hole. 

Bloxwich councillor Kath Phillips 
said news that the pub, which has 
stood in the area since the 1920s, is 
set to be knocked down is positive 
for the town. 

Eyesore 

She said: “I am delighted that the 
application is going to be approved. 

It has been an absolute eyesore for 
such a long time, it really has. This 
is fantastic news for Bloxwich. 

“It is a shame that the pub is 
going to go, it has been a part of the 
town for a long time, but I do think 
there was no way back for the site 
as a pub. 

“Attempts had been made in the 
past and they fell through so it was 
just a case of something needing to 
be done now. 

“We have a real need for sup¬ 
ported living accommodation in 
Bloxwich, we have quite an ageing 
population. 

“I think supported living is the 
best way to look after our elderly 
too, so it really is great news all 
round.” 

The pub’s roof was destroyed 
in a suspected arson attack which 
caused part of the first floor and in¬ 
terior walls to collapse back in 2011.

Class block 
to be built 
on land in 
green belt 

PLANS to demolish a ‘sub-standard’ 
class block at a Great Barr school 
and rebuild it on green belt land look 
set to go ahead. The new two-storey 
building in the pipeline at Barr Bea¬ 
con School will create 29 classrooms 
- six more than the current block. 

If planning consent is granted by 
Walsall Council the existing building 
at the Old Hall Lane site will be re¬ 
placed by tennis courts and the new 
facility will be constructed onto a 
plot of green belt land within school 
grounds. 

The authority’s conservation of¬ 
ficers has branded the scheme ‘inap¬ 
propriate development in the green 
belt’ but overall development officials 
say the benefits of the building meet 
the special circumstances required to 
meet national planning laws. 

The council’s planning committee 
will make a decision on the proposal 
today, Thursday. 

A report prepared for the meeting 
states: “Notwithstanding the objec¬ 
tions raised by the council’s conser¬ 
vation officer regarding impact on the 
character of the Conservation Area 
such as openness, it is considered that 
the proposed classroom block would 
provide an acceptable modern embel¬ 
lishment to the existing built form of 
the school complex. 

“The proposed school extension 
would be largely screened by existing 
boundary planting. On balance, it is 
considered that the benefits of an im¬ 
proved education provision outweigh 
any potential harm to the character of 
the Conservation Area. “

dents about is hometown. 

The ex-Slade frontman returned to 
his former school, Walsall Academy, 
chatting to sixth form students about 
Bloxwich’s rich heritage, speaking to 
camera and posing for pictures. 

The event was funded by the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund, which aims to teach 
students more about the history of 
their area.

It was demolished 
in 2001 before reopening as Walsall 
Academy two years later. 

A band made up of supported learn¬ 
ing students and school staff per¬ 
formed with Holder at Walsall Manor 
Hospital during a Christmas lights 
switch-on event two years ago.

Metro stop 
parking bid 
is unveiled 
to the public 

REVISED plans for a 196-space car 
park at a Black Country Metro stop 
have been unveiled to the public for 
the first time. The scheme originally 
had an entrance to the proposed Park 
and Ride on Bradley Lane, which has 
now been moved to Belmont Street 
following local residents’ concerns. 

The updated proposals were shown 
to the public at the Travellers Rest 
in Moxley last Wednesday. The plans 
have also taken into consideration the 
football pitches already on the site 
and updating them so they meet FA 
standards. 

Andrew Child, the main designer 
from Acorn, the planning consultancy 
firm working with Centro, said: “A 
year ago we had the consultation, we 
listened to people’s comments to have 
the access off Belmont Street instead. 

“We’ve now moved the car park to 
the western corner of the site which 
is of low value grass and the playing 
pitches are staying the same as Sup¬ 
port England have asked for, with 
two adult pitches, one junior and one 
youth pitch.” 

More than 25 people turned out 
to view the new plans and following 
what Centro cite as positive feedback 
from the public, they plan to take the 
new designs to Walsall Council in 
April seeking planning permission. 

Sue Bridges, Centro spokesman, 
said: “We’re really pleased that last 
year the consultation went well and 
people are happy with the changes 
we’ve made. It will be a great help in 
getting people into Birmingham from 
this area.”

Selwyn helped rebuild 


Black Country history 



Black Country Museum Living Museum construction manager Selwyn Owens is retiring 


RICHARD GUTTRIDGE meets 
Selwyn Owens, who helped 
create the authentic look of the 
Black Country Living Museum 


IT is one of the region’s most icon¬ 
ic attractions which visitors come 
from around the world to see. But 
if it wasn’t for Selwyn Owens, the 
Black Country Living Museum 
would not be what it is today. 

Selywn has retired after almost 30 
years and while he is leaving the muse¬ 
um the mark he has left on it will last for 
generations. 

Many of the famous buildings which line the 
museum’s streets were reconstructed by Sel¬ 
wyn. As construction manager, he was respon¬ 
sible for making sure they were built without 
a hitch. 

Selwyn joined what was still a fledgling mu¬ 
seum in 1987, intrigued by the possibility of 
transforming the site into one of the region’s 
greatest attractions. 

He had previously worked for local author¬ 
ities in Wolverhampton and Birmingham but 
decided the time was right for a new challenge. 
And it was a decision he didn’t regret. 

Mastermind 

The construction boss would go on to 
mastermind many of the museum’s most fa¬ 
mous construction jobs, including the entire 
1930s-style Birmingham Road - one of the 
museum’s two main streets. He also led the 
reconstruction of Cradley Heath’s Worker’s 
Institute, the Victorian St James’ School, 
which was originally in Salop Street, the Lime¬ 
light cinema from Brierley Hill and the tradi¬ 
tional sweet shop. 

He said: “The 30 years have absolutely 
flown past. I have been so busy so involved in 
these projects that I haven’t had time to stop 
or stand still at ah.” 

Seeing a project through from start to finish 
could be an exhausting challenge. 

Of the majority of the buildings Selwyn, who 


is now 65, said: “I would draw them up, how 
they are going to look. It’s a team game, it’s 
not ah down to me but my work involves the 
technical drawings, surveys, procurement of 
materials and the quality control of the build¬ 
ing going up.” 

There is one building in particular that will 
always have a special place in his heart be¬ 
cause of the peculiar way that it came to exist. 

An American man had come to the Black 
Country to trace his family history and had 
learned his ancestors had once ran a sweet 
shop in Dudley called Cookes. He then ap¬ 


proached the museum to see if they could rec¬ 
reate it.” 

Selwyn said: “We painstakingly replicated 
that shop from a suitable building after the 
curators at the time gave me a photograph. 

“I remember in the front of that photo there 
was a man, his wife and a little girl. We man¬ 
aged to track her (the little girl) down and by 
then she was in her 80s and in a wheelchair. 
She broke down in tears and said ‘it’s exactly 
how I remember it’. I broke down in tears. 
That’s the kind of job it is.” 

The museum’s sweet shop building is based 


on what was then a hairdressers in Oldbury. 
There are some buildings, including the mine 
entrance, which Selwyn has had to dream up 
himself based on research. 

“You really have to sit down and think 
about the design, the materials, the position 
on the site and the relationship with other 
buildings,” he said. 

The job has thrown up many challenges over 
the years but there is one in particular that 
stands out. 

He said: “We had problems with the Work¬ 
er’s Institute. We had put it out to an outside 
contractor to do it but it went into liquidation 
leaving us in a right mess. 

“We managed to finish it and it was im¬ 
mensely satisfying to be able to pick it up 
when it had already started and finish it.” 

Because of the experience, the Worker’s In¬ 
stitute remains among the projects he is most 
proud of. 

Fruition 

Although the Rolf Street Baths took 10 
years to come to fruition, it was generally 12 
to 18 months from when a building was first 
sketched by Selwyn to when it was completed 
at the museum. 

He said: “The ways of doing things are a 
bit strange. It took me probably 18 months 
to change thought process. Having worked in 
local government and for a contractor it was 
ah about doing the job as quickly as possible 
and making a profit. The change at the mu¬ 
seum was that it was ah about quality and au¬ 
thenticity. That was the main criteria.” 

Selwyn said he was proud to see how the 
museum had grown over the last three dec¬ 
ades, particularly as he is a born and bred 
Dudley man. 

“It’s extremely satisfying. Every time I go 
back down there I get a real buzz from seeing 
all the buildings. People come from ah over the 
world and it’s great to see. 

“I am immensely proud of what I have 
helped to achieve as part of a team forming 
the museum. It has been a labour of love but 
after 30 years it is time for a rest.” 

Although retired, Selwyn has already been 
coaxed into going back to the museum on a 
part-time basis to help with the next project.

Brothers 
tried to con 
pensioner 
over 'work' 


A PAIR of conman brothers from Walsall 
and Great Wyrley tried to dupe a 98-year-old 
woman out of £300 after they falsely claimed 
to have carried out work to her home. 

Crimea and Michael Price targeted the pensioner 
who lived with her dementia-stricken brother-in-law 


in Sutton Coldfield. 

Along with another man, 
John McDonald, the Price 
brothers arrived on the 
quiet cul-de-sac in a four- 
wheel drive truck. After 
trying several doors, Mc¬ 
Donald, who has since gone 
on the run, and Michael 
Price knocked on the door 
of Mrs Evans 

They told their victim 
they had carried out work 
to her neighbour’s gutter 
for £800. 

Claiming to have also 
cleaned Mrs Evans’ gutters 
and repaired a tile, they de¬ 
manded she cough up £300. 

Car salesman Michael 
Price, 21, of Willenhall 
Lane, Walsall, and father - 
of-two Crimea Price, 33, of 
Long Lane, Great Wyrley, 
pleaded guilty to fraud at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

Crimea Price, it was 
heard, had received a sus¬ 
pended sentence in 2012 for 
an almost identical offence. 

Suspended 

He was jailed for 14 
months. 

Younger brother Michael, 
previously of good charac¬ 
ter, was jailed for 47 weeks, 
suspended for two years. 

Recorder Miles Watkins 
told the pair: “You, together 
with Mr McDonald, ab¬ 
sent from the dock where 
he rightly should be, went 
with the intention to obtain 
money for work you had not 
undertaken. 

“In Blakesley Close you 
went to a number of proper¬ 
ties, in particular the prop¬ 
erty in which Mrs Evans 
lived, she was 98 and lived 
there with her 95-year-old 
brother-in-law. 

“On seeing how old and 
obviously vulnerable they 
were you proceeded. 

“In so proceeding you 
were working together with 
Mr McDonald to obtain 
money you had no business 
demanding from anybody. 

“It was said to the victim

work had been done on her 
guttering and roof. That 
was clearly a lie.” 

Mr Bernard Linnemann, 
prosecuting, told the court 
another neighbour, whose 
door had been knocked by 
the group, phoned police, 
suspicious of their behav¬ 
iour. Officers from West 
Midlands Police arrived 
while McDonald, his son, 
and Michael Price were still 
in Mrs Evans’ home. 

He told the court: “She 
took out £100 which was 
all she had in her purse to 
be had. In fact she did not 
(hand it over) and it was left 
on the table.” 

Just then as police arrived 
Michael Price attempted to 
escape by climbing over a 
fence and removing some 
of his clothes to change 
his appearance. He was ar¬ 
rested in a nearby street 
shortly after. Crimea Price 
was arrested from inside 
the pick-up truck which had 
been blocked in by a police 
car. 

Recorder Watkins said: 
“There was clearly some 
planning involved in you 
going out that day. This 
was not opportunistic in the 
sense it is normally meant. 
The sums of money are 
modest bit when consider¬ 
ing the impact I have to look 
at the vulnerability of your 
victim.” 

Mr Alexandra Cracknell, 
defending Michael Price, 
said the he worked full time 
with his father and had 
never been in trouble be¬ 
fore. She described the in¬ 
cident as “out of character.” 

Nathan Cook, defending 
Crimea Price, said he had 
recently been reunited with 
his wife and two children 
after a period of separation. 

He said: “The biggest 
blow to him is he will have 
to spend time in custody 
away from them.”

Len Leni- 
han, managing director of 
Dudley Market Traders Ltd

It will open for open for 
business on Stone Street 
Square, opposite Dudley 
Museum and Art Gallery on 
Sunday, March 12.

A VILLAGE play area was forced to 
close when fire extinguisher powder 
was sprayed over equipment. 

The vandalism attack at the park 
on Pelsall Common was described by a 
councillor as ‘the new craze’. 

Officers had planned to close the 
park for four days over fears the pow¬ 
der was toxic. When it was discovered 
that the powder was from fire extin¬ 
guishers, a team of officers jet washed 
the area which meant it could be reo¬ 
pened the same day. 

Outraged community leaders have 
said similar vandalism has taken 
place at other parks, including in High 


Heath and Rushall. Pelsall ward mem¬ 
ber Councillor Marco Longhi said: “It 
is to be deplored. Is is astonishingly 
foolish behaviour by a group of young 
people to prevent even younger people 
gaining access to the facility which is 
paid for by taxpayers’ money. 

“It is really, really sad to see this 
mindless behaviour by a very small 
group who spoil it for everyone else.” 

Fellow Pelsall representative Coun¬ 
cillor Garry Perry was one of the first 
on the scene after been contacted by 
a resident. 

He tried to remove the substance 
himself before seeking the help of of¬ 


ficers. Councillor Perry said: “It is a 
very unfortunate incident and things 
like this do not happen a lot in Pelsall. 

“It is just such a silly thing to do. 

“It was probably intended as a bit 
of fun but it has created three or four 
hours of work for a team of officers.” 

He added: “I have been told extin¬ 
guishers have been found at other 
parks including High Heath and 
Rushall but I don’t know whether that 
is linked to this. 

“Apparently it is a new craze now 
with people getting hold of them and 
spraying them everywhere. 

“They are very easily accessible.”

The new trim trail in Kings Hill 
Park, Darlaston is the latest piece 
of the equipment to be added.

Councillor Chris Bott said: “We are 
very pleased to be able to secure the 
funding for the new trim trail in Dar¬ 
laston. 

“We have been able to provide a fa¬ 
cility for the area and to see that it is 
already being well used is fantastic. 

“It is great to be able to make the 
facilities better.” 

Another trim trail was previously 
installed at The Great Bridge Road 
playing fields in Bilston, between 
Leekes furniture store and the Trav¬ 
ellers Rest pub. 

Despite technically being in Bilston, 
The Great Bridge Road playing fields 
fall under the remit of Walsall Council 
and in the Darlaston South ward. 

They had requested for it to go on 
the playing fields because it had been 
neglected since it was taken over by 
Walsall Council from Wolverhampton 
years ago.

Action vow over 
blighted property 



Rubbish dumped at the property in Tennyson Avenue, 
Willenhall, has prompted the warning from councillors 


ENFORCEMENT action will be taken against any new 
owners of a property blighted by fly-tipping once it has 
sold, councillors have warned. 

Walsall Council said it was the responsibility of the land 
or homeowners to clear the rubbish that has been left to 
pile up outside the terraced house in Tennyson Road, Wil¬ 
lenhall for more than a month. It is now attracting vermin. 

Household waste, appliances and furniture have also 
been left outside the privately-owned property. The house, 
which had been left unoccupied for ‘some time’, was up for 
auction last week through Bigwood Chartered Surveyors. 

Deputy council leader Adrian Andrew said: “It’s the 
responsibility of the land or homeowner to clear rubbish 
from the property. In this particular case, our environ¬ 
mental health officers have been unable to establish the 
whereabouts of the owner who was last known to be at this 
address in June 2013. 

“The property has been unoccupied for a long time and 
the council has taken informal action to seek the removal 
of the waste. The council will therefore seek to pursue en¬ 
forcement action against the new owner, who will become 
liable to remove this waste.”

A SERIES of incredible im¬ 
ages documenting a family’s 
life lift the lid on an unseen 
world - and have turned up 
in Walsall Wood more than a 
century after being taken. 

The collection of photographs 
and postcards were presented to 
auctioneers Hansons at a valua¬ 
tion day. 

The seller, who lived in the area 
and asked to remain anonymous, ex¬ 
plained she had worked for an elderly 
lady who left her images to thank her 
for her hard work. She was given four 
photograph and postcard albums con¬ 
taining pictures from all around the 
world dating from around 1900. 

The owner is identified in the al¬ 
bums as Alice M Findon who built 
up a series of images sent to her from 
globetrotting relatives. 

Huddled 

One family member, named only 
as George, served in the Army, which 
saw him end up in India. He was based 
in Alhalabad with his regiment and 
sent back pictures to an Edith Findon, 
possibly his wife. 

Crowds are seen huddled together in 
one image entitled ‘Feeding the poor 
on the Calcutta Maidan’. 

An image of George himself is also 
included, sitting in a wooden chair 
in full uniform, the photograph ad¬ 
dressed to Soho Road in Handsworth. 

It is not known how the images 
came to be in Alice’s possession. Stun¬ 
ning pictures from Canada, China and 
Japan also form part of the album. 
Some are in vivid colour not normally 
associated with photographs from the 
time. One is a striking portrayal of 
Japanese Geisha girls which manages 
to be both grainy and incredibly clear. 
Another shows a woman being carried 
in a sedan chair. 

In one, an Indian woman, appar-

ently 114 years old, is standing out¬ 
side a teepee wrapped in a blanket. 
The ship The Emperor of Japan is also 
seen lurking ominously in a Singapore 
harbour in another image. 

Others were sent by Alice’s brother 
Walter Findon who travelled to Amer¬ 
ica in search of fame. During his stay 
in California his photographs and 
postcards offered a view of what early 
20th century America was like. 

The San Pedro Harbour and a 
crowded beach in Long Beach with 


everyone wearing full Edwardian 
dress were among images he sent 
back. According to Alice, Walter emi¬ 
grated to the States where he starred 
in silent movies. 

Head of media for Hansons Emma 
Carberry said the collection was 
unique and delivered a fascinating 
insight into barely seen parts of the 
globe at this time. They go on sale at 
an auction between March 17 and 19 
and are expected to sell for between 
£150 and £200.

A very different side 
of life awaits the stars 


T ake a gaggle of television 

personalities, drop them into a 
completely alien location 
stripped of all the comforts of modern 
life and make them fend for 
themselves. 

No it’s not I’m A Celebrity Get Me 
Out Of Here, Celebrity Big Brother or 
Bear Grylls: Mission Survive. 

Instead, this social experiment, the 
first version of which first aired in 2009, 
is actually one of those examples of 
quality reality TV that uses pampered 
stars to full effect while raising 
awareness of a key social matter. 

The premise of Famous, Rich and 
Homeless is quite simple: four Sports 
Relief volunteers agree to sleep rough 
on the streets of London to 
experience the harsh reality of 
homelessness in the UK. 

Back in 2009, comedian Hardeep 
Singh Kohli, former tennis player 
Annabel Croft, ex-newspaper editor 
Rosie Boycott, Winston’s Churchill’s 
great nephew the Marquis of 
Blandford, and Coronation Street actor 
Bruce Jones all took part. 

Now following in their footsteps are 


comedian Nick Hancock, TV presenter 
Julia Bradbury, former snooker player 
Willie Thorne and celebrity cleaner 
Kim Woodburn. 

Over two shows, the quartet all 
struggle with isolation, fear, the cold 
and wet, and the effort of day-to-day 
survival. For each volunteer the streets 
become a test of strength and self- 
reliance - and not everybody copes. 

In addition, the famous faces also 
start to examine their own lives and 
their personal relationship to 
homelessness. 

Thorne has gambled hundreds of 
thousands of pounds away during a 
40-year gambling addiction and has 
recently gone bankrupt. 

Meanwhile, Woodburn survived 
being homeless herself as a teenager 
and has strong opinions on how 
deserving of help - or not - the 
homeless are in the UK. 

This social experiment, again led by 
John Bird, founder of The Big Issue, 
aims to expose the realities of the 
homeless problem in the UK. 

The number of rough sleepers has 
gone up 55 per cent and the average 


age of death for a homeless man is 
just 47 years old, 43 if you’re a 
woman. 

One in 10 of us will experience 
homelessness in some form during 
our lives, and it can happen to anyone 
- Halle Berry, Jim Carrey, Daniel 
Craig, Ella Fitzgerald, Jennifer Lopez, 
Hilary Swank, Charlie Chaplin and 
Harry Houdini are just a few of the 
global superstars who slept rough 
before making their showbiz millions. 

Despite this show’s worthy themes 
and legitimately jaw-dropping statistics 
about the number of people who sleep 
rough every night, many viewers will 
watch Famous, Rich and Homeless 
solely to see a group of celebrities 
taken out of their comfort zones. 

However, 2009’s experiment proved 
to be successful in raising awareness 
through a group of (mostly articulate) 
personalities who genuinely seemed 
to care about the subject matter. 

Therefore, the show turned out to 
be effective and affecting - and 
arguably one of the best use of 
celebrities that television has seen for 
years.

BALLET REVIEW

Romeo and Juliet, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 
THE passionate pairing of 
the waif-like Jenna Roberts 
and powerful lain Mackay 
was at the centre of this re¬ 
vival of Kenneth MacMillan’s 
50-year-old ballet - part of 
Birmingham Royal Ballet’s 
2016 Shakespeare season. 

Miss Roberts’ slight frame be¬ 
lies a steely strength and she used 
every ounce of it. 

Her Juliet leapt into the strong arms 
of Mackay as Romeo. He lifted her 
aloft with gravity-defying dexterity, as 
Romeo in his ardour could clearly not 
keep his hands off his new love. 

The Australian principal ballerina 
was spellbinding, drifting ghost-like 
en pointe to her inevitable doom. 

Their balcony scene, with the couple 
confirming their love with an impas¬ 
sioned pas de deux in the Capulets’ 
garden, was outstanding. 

MacKay was almost, but not quite, 
eclipsed by Tyrone Singleton’s char¬ 
ismatic Tybalt. As the leading young 
Montague and Capulet clashed - their 
sword-fighting in sync with Prokof¬ 
iev’s stirring music - there was a dy¬ 
namic Errol Flynn feel to the action. 

Comic relief came from Marion Tate 
(the company’s assistant director) as 
a busybody Nurse, as expressive with 
her eyes as her feet, and all-energy Ce¬ 
line Gittens as a dancing floozy. 

No one does haughty better than 
Samara Downs, who as Lady Capulet 
also brilliantly expressed her grief at 
Tybalt’s death. 

Another highlight was the carnival 
scene in which the weirdly-clad man¬ 


dolin dancers (think slimline Wook- 
iee), led by Tzu-Chao Chou, were 
thrilling. 

The renaissance Italy costumes, the 
late Paul Andrews’ sumptuous sets 
and Royal Ballet Sinfonia’s gorgeous 
rendering of Prokofiev’s score all 
added to the epic quality of this pro¬ 
duction. 

The ballet lacks a final grand pas de 
deux due to the nature of the story, 
with the two star-crossed lovers dieing 
moments apart. But that makes Ro¬ 
meo’s final dance, clinging to an appar¬ 


ently lifeless Juliet as she droops like a 
rag doll, all the more heart-breaking. 

The curtain-calls for Iain Mackay 
and Jenna Roberts were well deserved 
after a performance that will have de¬ 
lighted all romantics. 

Birmingham Royal Ballet’s Shake¬ 
speare season continues at the Hip¬ 
podrome in June with The Taming 
of the Shrew by John Cranko; and a 
triple bill, David Bintley’s The Shake¬ 
speare Suite, The Moor’s Pavane (Jose 
Limon’s work based on Othello) and, a 
new work by Jessica Lang, Wink.

Goal hero Richards 
a Saddlers legend 


Looking back by Joseph Masi 


ADORED by Walsall fans in his day, 
how Saddlers would benefit from the 
talents of striker Tony Richards in 
their current promotion push. 

Snapped up from Birmingham City in 
1954 after a brief spell in the Army, the 
forward initially found it hard to settle un¬ 
der the management of Frank Buckley and 
John Lowe. 

But everything changed in the 1957-58 cam¬ 
paign once Bill Moore had taken over the man¬ 
agerial reins. 

Richards sprung to life with his 20 goals, en¬ 
suring Walsall would start the next season in the 
newly-formed Division Four. 

Having found his scoring touch, Richards bet¬ 
tered his tally the following year - scoring 28 
times to help the Saddlers finish in sixth spot 
and just shy of promotion. 

The hitman found the net 26 times in the next 
campaign, but that was enough to fire Walsall 
into Division Three. And while the step up may 
have deterred many, Richards found he got even 
better against more established opposition. 

Relegated 

His first campaign in the third tier saw him 
smash 36 goals, a figure which ensured he fin¬ 
ished as the division’s top scorer. 

It also meant Walsall achieved their dream of 
back-to-back promotions. 

However, the rise had come too quickly and 
the next season Walsall were relegated with 
Richards being sold to Port Vale for £9,000 in 
the summer of 1963. 

In his first 14 games for Vale he scored 13 goals 
to endear himself to his new supporters. 

Richards, however, then began to be blighted 
by injuries and left Vale in 1966, playing a few 
more years at Nuneaton and Dudley Town be¬ 
fore hanging up his boots in 1967. 

Prior to his death, in March 2010, Richards 
was made honorary life president of Walsall FC 
for his service to the club. 

In total, the frontman scored 185 goals in 334 
appearances in Saddlers colours. Ton y Richards displays the aerial prowess that brought him 185 goals for the Saddlers

A THRILLER it wasn’t, but then 
how could this game ever live 
up to its importance and pre¬ 
match hype? 

Two teams, arguably the best organ¬ 
ised in League One, went into battle 
knowing the result was always going 
to play a major part in the promotion 
race. 

What the 5,000 or so supporters at the Pire¬ 
lli Stadium witnessed was a stalemate, a keenly 
fought and even contest which Walsall just about 
shaded on chances created. 

But there is a reason why these two teams, 
against the bookmakers’ odds, are enjoying such 
fruitful campaigns. 

Both have been built over a number years. 
And both have an incredibly strong spine, within 
which all the players know their strengths and 
responsibilities. 

Burton play on organisation and discipline 
more than any other side in the Football League. 

Even at home they line up in a narrow 4-1- 
4-1 formation, packing the midfield and placing 
huge emphasis on striker Stuart Beavon to wreak 
havoc up front. 

Pressure 

It is defensively, not offensively, where the 
Brewers shine - very rarely giving their opposi¬ 
tion the slightest sight of goal. 

Their tally of 42 goals scored is the lowest in 
the top 10, yet after this game they remain top of 
the table by two points and with a game in hand 
over Wigan. 

That defensive solidity put incredible pressure 
on the Saddlers back-line going into this one, with 
each defender knowing a costly error would make 
it very difficult for their side to win the game. 

They had to be faultless. And faultless they 
were, with centre-backs Paul Downing and James 
O’Connor outstanding and defensive midfielder 
Adam Chambers his imperious best. 

That platform gave Sean O’Driscoll’s side a 
shot at winning the game and they created three 
very good chances. 

The first saw Romaine Sawyers almost poke 
the ball past the on-rushing Jon McLaughlin 


after he was played in on goal but the keeper got 
just enough on the ball to thwart him. 

For the second, Downing saw a sharp strike 
from a corner pushed over the bar while after 
the break, McLaughlin saved with his knees after 
Jason Demetriou had galloped into the box. 

It has to be noted Nigel Clough’s side had their 
chances too. Winger Lucas Akins headed a free- 
kick over when he should have done better. And 
a combination of Demetriou and Neil Etheridge 
kept out Mason Bennett when a brilliant Calum 
Butcher ball split the Walsall defence. 

In truth, Neil Etheridge only had two saves to 
make as Walsall did to Burton what Burton do to 


everyone else. The game plan was less expansive 
than what Saddlers fans are used to. Yet it got the 
job done and ensured Walsall were always going 
to come away from a very important game with 
at least a point. 

A cagey encounter, this was a clash for tactical 
enthusiasts rather than neutrals. But a point was 
a good result for both sides, with Walsall keeping 
their first clean sheet in the league in 2016. 

With big-spending Wigan now well placed in 
the top two, it’s unlikely both the Saddlers and 
the Brewers will both go up automatically. And 
that means Walsall have to take their impressive 
away form back to the Banks’s.
